JOHNSTOWN'S OATASTBOPHE. 

Tho Johnstown disaster is simply ap- 
palling. Very few indeed can have any 
idea of suoh a catastrophe. It is hard 
to imagine a people living in perfect se- 
curity witli no thought of peril from 
any quarter being Inougbt i-uddciily in- 
to the presonco of a terrible danger from 
which there Is no escape. Tho temn-s 
of such a situation am beyond descrip- 
tion. Dangers such as this bring out 
both the worst anil the be.st that is in 
human nature. Utter selllabnes.i is ile- 
velo])ed in vi!ry many. They have no 
thought but for thoinsolves. lluw to 
save their own lives is the one care of 
men and womon of this class whose 
minds and bodies are not paralyzed by 
fear. The tonilere.st of lies of nature 
are ili.steganlcil in that supremo mo- 
ment of Loniii. l'!veryQne and overy- 
thimt is Hacriliced reniorsolessly if they 
stand in the way of what tney regard 
as safety. Tho mother then forgets or 
abandons her sucking child and the 
husband has no thought for the wife of 
his bosom. The love of lifo in the.fe 
people is o\-orwlielmiii;.;lv MtrotiL;, and 
the instinct of self-presorviition over- 
boars every consiilerntion of duty or 
affection. Rut there tire others in whioh 
tho dauger develops a coiirago ami ii 
nobility the existence of which was 
not suspected even by thoniHelves. 'I'lio 
tir.Hl thoiigbt of these i.s lor i>lliei.s. All 
their ellorts are not so inuoli to save 
their own lives as to save those who re- 
ly upon thorn for help. Tlioy seem to 
forget themselves entirely. Tho deeds 
done by these bravo, noble, self-sacrilic- 
itig souls, many of thotn weak, tender 
women, excite the adntiration of the 
coldest anil the most heartless. N'o 
doubt in tliis Johnstown catastrophe 
doeds of heroism were done of whioh tho 
world will never lieiir. 

The survivors, too, are divided into 
tlta greedy, the siillish and the ignoble, 
and the gonoi-oit.s, the Itumaiin and the 
sulf-forgetful. We read of the miser- 
able wretches who saw in these disas- 
ters only an opportunity to connnit 
crime with impunity. Tho waters of 
the flood had not receded before they 
wero prowling among the wreckage 
seeking for plunder. Xothing was sa- 
cred in their eyes. To satisfy their 
greed they mutilated the dead and took 
from the living what the flood bad left. 
Ono feels ashamed to think that these 
nti.icroants bore the form of niun. But 
there wero others, and it is encouraging 
to tind that thoy wero very many, who 
tis soon as thej' found that thoy w ore 
safe sot about relieving- those who stood 
in need of help and protection. They 
yavo themselves no rest as long as thej' 
saw that exertion could do good, ^^'e 
L-ee, ua>, tini cinjtvnrui iniefori-Hne tnal 
has overtaken tho inhabitants of this 
I'ennsyK-anian city has excited tho 
active sympathy of their follow men far 
and near. All are ready to contribute 
to relievo the wants of the unhappy sur- 
vivor.t. Kelp is being sent them from 
ill quartets. Their kin beyond the sea 
.tro asking "what can wo do" to miti- 
gate their eulTerings. This liberality, 
this eagerness to relieve tho desolate 
should moke the bitterest cynic have a 
good opinion of human nature. It 
shows Itini that altliotigli there aro 
among men many who aro sellish and 
hardhearted, the majority of mankiiul 
aro not so. For one who will pass the 
suQisrers by without even a glance of 
compasBion there are, we do believe, a 
itnndrcd who wouM go out of their way 
give him lolief. But they must be- 
lieve tho siilVorings to bo r.'al. Why 
iiKiny appear cold and uiifceliiig is be- 
oauao thoy suspoct that tho appetil is 
being made to their kindness on 'a false 
pretence. But the misery of the citi- 
zens of Johnstown mIio ha\ e without ti 
moment's warning lh>rii .leprivi-.l of 
everytliiiig they valued in this world i.- 
liiiown to be rrtil iinil iijipeals irrcKisti- 
bly to tho feelings of even tho callous 
and the misanthropic. Every ono 
knows that symimthy and assistance will 
r..'lievo tho ])liysical wants of these poor 
peo])le, and to a certain extent, allevi- 
ate their condition, but the most largc- 
iiBiirteil bi'ii'.'\'iiU-nce ciiiu.ul Irs-,, n theit 
sorrow for those whom tho raging wat- 
"I'l have carried from tiieir side. 
Kacliol is weeping for her childroii and 
.'annot bo coniforto.l.

P. R. , and that heivriU bo in this 
city within a few days, i Hefe-isaQ op-' 
portunity for tho government 'which It 
should soikio upon and make the most of. 
If it succeeds in making an arrangement 
with Villard the population and value 
of pio[iei ty in this City 'will be at least 
d nililed within three years. 

I'A cuy ]iurson of ordiuttiy ititGlligoiico

We all know, and it is only imtural 
thai it sliiiiild be so, that the C. I'. R.

.dde ,uid those of lli,. C. 1'. K. on tin; 
iilliin- so great is its iiitliienco at Ottawa, 
lliat llu! gmernnunt is againut tho 
provine..' :uiil for the C. 1'. R. Look how 
the Dniniiiinn Ccvei'iimeiit atrugglod to 
prevent the X.l'. II. entering Manitoba 
and carried it lo such an extreme that 
it did not give way until a determined 
people not merely threatened but wore 
prepared to lu'oak out into open rebel- 
lion to obtain their rights. 

lake another instance which alioirs 
the i-elatis'c treatment by tlio Dominion 
of a province ami uf llie'C.l'.H. 

Fur a railway bell of almut lifteen 
million acres and the payment an- 
iinaliy of ono million dollars in duties, 
British Columbia receives in return one 
Imudrcd thousand dollars subsidy nor 
annum. Now take the C.P. R. For 
seven million acres of laud in the North- 
wcat which the railwayr company found 
was not adapted for settlement the Do- 
ininion gave it ten millions of dollars 
which ut 4 per cent, per annum yields 
ail income of four hundred thousand dol- 
lars. 

In tho fuco of facts such as these 
M'liich show the power of the C.P.B. at 
Ottawa and the impotence of the west- 
ei ii provinces, any inan who would fet- 
ter r.ritisli ( 'i)luiiil)ia to the Dominion 
by giving it poHsession of the Pence 
Kivi r vaiii.'j luiiils and thus pi'eventing 
another traiiscoiitiiRintal railway, I look 
iip.iii as an eiioiii}' of this country.

Dowdnoy, who has tho land matter to 
arrange, means well to IJritisli Colum- 
bia, ami that it th.- government here 
hows aveie.;.'c liusiiiess ea))acity and en- 
ergy it will siK-eeed in obtaining a aat- 
isfactory settlement uf v.-hatever dilVer- 
eiices there may be. Whellierthcy can 
or cannot —llianks to tho privy council 
f I-;n-laniI and not to the Dominion of 
Canada -this province possesses what is 
the piinei]ial value of tho belt — the 
minerals, 

only add that my opinion is 
that British Columbia ought not to part 
witli a single acre of Peace Biver land* 
to the Dominion, but should retain them 
lor the pni pose of securing the construe- 
lion of a northern transcontinental rail- 
way.
